 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 12 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 13

 (c) (1) At the time of filing a petition under the provisions of Article XI–A 16 

or Article XVI of the Maryland Constitution, the person who files the petition shall 17 

also file a signed statement, under penalty of perjury, showing the contributions and 18 

expenditures for the petition including: 19 

 

   (i) the name and post office address of every contributor to the 20 

expense of the petition; 21 

 

   (ii) the amount contributed by each contributor; and 22 
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   (iii) the name and address of each person to whom any money 1 

was paid or promised for providing a service related to the petition. 2 

 

  (2) If the statement under paragraph (1) of this subsection is not filed 3 

with the petition, the petition may not be certified under § 6–208 of this article. 4 

 

  (3) (i) The individual who signed the statement required under 5 

paragraph (1) of this subsection shall be a party to any proceeding to test the validity 6 

of the petition. 7 

 

   (ii) The proceeding shall be filed in the county where the person 8 

or association resides or maintains its principal place of business. 9 

 

  (4) THE STATE BOARD SHALL MAKE A STATEMENT REQUIRED 10 

UNDER PARAGRAPH (1) OF THIS SUBSECTION PUBLICLY AVAILABLE ON ITS 11 

INTERNET SITE. 12 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 13 

June 1, 2012. 14
